This letter is a follow-up to my letter to you regarding the evaluation of the Cheverly 
Gardens community along US 50, in Prince George's County, for a sound barrier. I appreciate 
your patience while we performed the evaluation. 

In order for a community to be considered for a State funded sound barrier, the majority 
of the impacted homes must predate the original construction of the highway, noise levels must 
equal or exceed the 66 decibel impact threshold, and we must be able to build an effective barrier 
for a reasonable cost. Our records indicate that the Forest Road portion of the Cheverly Gardens 
community was developed after the completion of US 50 in 1958. Based on this information, we 
cannot consider this area for a sound barrier. The evaluation also looked at the Oak Street area. 
The majority of residences along Oak Street were built before US 50, and further analyses 
determined that several homes do experience noise levels in excess of 66 decibels. Although 
there is, therefore, a noise impact, the cost of a barrier to protect these residences would exceed 
our $50,000 per residence maximum cost criterion. The Oak Street portion of the Cheverly 
Gardens community therefore does not meet the cost criterionand is not eligible for a barrier.

This is a follow-up to your recent telephone conversation with Mr. Charles B. Adams, 
our Director of Environmental Design, regarding an update for the Fullerton community adjacent 
to 1-695 at US 1, Belair Road (see enclosed map). I appreciate the opportunity to provide you 
with the following information. 

The Fullerton community was initially evaluated for a sound barrier in 1994 and has 
since been re-evaluated several times to determine if the area qualifies for a sound barrier. One 
of the key criteria for an area to qualify for a sound barrier is that the majority of the affected 
homes must predate the original highway construction. The most recent evaluation determined 
that the majority of the homes on St. Thomas Drive and Fitch Avenue were built in the 1970s, 
and the opening date for 1-695 is 1962. 

Ms. Gloria Kelly, a resident in the community, indicated that several homes were 
relocated from.the path of the construction of 1-695. We have identified seventeen homes in the 
Fullerton community. Nine of the seventeen homes predate the Beltway. A total of five homes 
are experiencing noise levels at or above the impact threshold of 66 decibels. Of these five 
homes, however, only one predates 1-695. Since the majority of the homes that are impacted 
were built after 1-695, the community does not meet the basic date criterion. 

One of Mrs. Kelly's concerns is the effect that improvements to Belair Road have had on 
the level of noise in the community. These improvements changed the merge from the ramp 
onto northbound Belair Road from a yield/stop-and-go situation to a through lane. The effect of 
this improvement on noise levels was very minor and not sufficient to warrant a sound barrier. 

Based on this information, the Fullerton community is not eligible for a sound barrier. If 
at some future date 1-695 is widened in this vicinity, the area could be eligible for a sound 
barrier. This determination would be made at such time as the design for any future 
improvements are undertaken. At this point, we have no immediate plans for expansion of 
1-695 in this area.

Noise levels were taken at Mrs. Kelly's home prior to the establishment of "no measurements if 

the community post-dates" rule. 
Any homes that were moved as a part of the beltway construction would reflect the pre-opening beltway 
date of 1964. After 1952, the earliest home date recorded in the tax records is 1976, twelve years after 
the opening of the beltway. 
In any case, based on some very shaky file information, at the most, only 5 homes receive 66 dBA of 
noise. 
Of those 5 homes, only one predates. That is 20% predating. 
The 57 decibel contour analysis is only initiated if there are between 25% and 50% homes predating. 
If the entire community, out to Fitch Ave. were within the 57 dBA contour (this has not been studied), 9 
homes out of 17 homes would predate. 

Even if the date criteria were somehow overcome, based on a thumbnail barrier analysis, the cost per 
residence (CPR) of a minimal barrier to protect the pre-dating homes would exceed $50,000. 
Seven homes would be required to meet the cost criteria. 
Of the seven closest homes only three predate the highway. 
Of the 12 closest homes only 5 predate. 

[3 1,200'barrier at 18'tall x $16.54= $357,26415 benefitting homes = $71,452.80 per residence] The 
CPR goes up to extend the wall to protect the one post-dating home that recieves the most noise.

Thank you for your recent letter to District Engineer Paul Armstrong regarding the 
concerns of Mr. Duel L. Grogan about inclusion of "jake braking" with respect to noise 
measurements for the Wishing Rock community along MD 10. I appreciate your concern on 
behalf of Mr. Grogan. 

Representatives from our Office of Environmental Design met in September with residents 
in the Wishing Rock community to discuss their concerns about highway traffic noise. The 
concern about noise from "jake braking" by trucks on MD 10 was raised by the residents at that 
time. Recognizing the concerns of the residents, two 24-hour and several 15-30 minute noise 
measurements were performed to determine the extent of the noise impact upon area homes. 

The noise impact level which is used for highways is an equivalent level which takes into 
account all of the sound energy that occurs during the time that noise levels are measured. This 
accounts for both steady stream noise and individual peak noise occurrences such as the use of 
engine or "jake" brakes by trucks. With that said, it is worth mentioning that because "jake 
braking" occurs relatively infrequently, it will not significantly influence the overall equivalent or 
average noise level. And noise mitigation techniques will not substantially reduce "noise events" 
such as jake braking, sirens and other loud noises. 

The homes that predate the highway are currently experiencing noise levels of 63 decibels 
(dBA), which is below the State's impact threshold of 66 dBA. Unfortunately, since the Wishing 
Rock community does not meet the impact threshold criterion for consideration of a barrier, we 
are unable to offer any remedy in this situation.

While sound barriers and other State 
programs add to the quality of life for our constituents, required local funding on these 
programs further reduces the amount of funds available to address local bridge, 
roadway and pedestrian needs. Your support is solicited to increase the amount of 
State and/or Federal aid received by the local jurisdictions. Alternatively, the-State 
could fund all or a portion of the local backlog of bridge replacement needs to offset the 
local funds required on the sound barriers and other State programs such as sidewalks 
and enhancements.

Highway Administration has completed noise studies that identified two additional sound 
barriers in the County as eligible for induston in the State's sound barrier construcSion 
program.

I understand that 
the County must provide the State with the funding commitment prior to the start of 
design and construction of these needed sound bamers.

We recognize our current Capital program of $2.6 million does not equal the 
required 20 percent fliatch of the current estimated construction cost of the nine barriers 
as noted on the enclosure. We believe that the barrier construction cost may be 
conservative. WHh an eight percent reduction in the total constmction cost, the 
County's $2.6 million would fund the local share for all nine barriers. Should the 
construction cost remain the same or increase^we propose a pnonty list for sound 
barrier construction be developed by the State and approved by the County. This 
priority list and refined cost estimates would be the basis for either seeking additional 
funding or deferring one or more barriers unUl the funding becomes available. 

Further given the proliferation of less than aesthetically pleasing sound barriers 
in tne Metropolitan area, the County believes that it is time to address the issue of 
aesthetics.   We support and appredate the opportunity to have demonstration sound 
barriers using bride or a brick-Oke facing oonsttucted in Prince George's County in 
locations we can mutually agree upon. As part of this demonstration project, we would 
expect that the County would fund 20 percent of the currently estimated cost to 
construct brick or brick-like sound barricps at ths locations identified on the endbsed 
chart. 

In addition, we request the State to conslruct the remaining sound barriers using 
the artistic treatments developed by Brentwood artist Steven Weitzman. It is our 
understanding that there is little or no additional cost to use these artistic elements, for 
which form liners already exist over the cost of the standard State sound bamj-.

The Governor 
asked me to provide you with more specific details for this barrier, and it is my pleasure to do so. 

As stated in the Governor's letter, a portion of the White Oak Manor community, as 
indicated on the enclosed map, meets the technical requirements for a sound barrier under the 
Type E or retrofit, category of the State's Sound Barrier Program. Before we can consider State 
funding however, Prince George's County will need to agree to.fund 20 percent of the cost of 
this barrier. Based on our current financial picture, the County's share would not be needed 
before FY 2003. The State's share will depend on the availability of funds in the Department's 
Consolidated Transportation Program. We are providing this information so that the County can 
begin to plan its share of the barrier cost. The estimated total cost of the sound barrier for this 
portion of the White Oak Manor community is $1.46 million, and the County's share would be 

$292,000.

The State Highway Administration has completed its evaluation of the Birmingham 
Estates, Forest Park, and Home Acres communities, adjacent to the 1-95 and MD 212 interchange 
in Prince George's County, for a sound barrier. I appreciate the opportunity to provide you with 
the results of this evaluation. 

The Birmingham Estates, Forest Park, and Home Acres communities were evaluated to 
determine if all of the following technical criteria were met: that the majority of the affected 
homes in the community were built prior to the highway; that existing noise levels equal or 
exceed the 66 decibel impact threshold; and whether an effective barrier can be built for a 
maximum of $50,000 per benefited residence. We determined that the majority of the homes do 
predate the construction of the highway and that noise levels are equal to or exceed the impact 
threshold. 

Two possible locations for a barrier were analyzed, one along the highway and the other 
along the property lines of the affected homes. Both analyses showed that a sound barrier would 
not provide a 7 to 10 decibel noise reduction at those residences experiencing the highest levels 
of noise. It is important that we be able to achieve an effective reduction in the noise levels in a 
given community for a sound barrier to be considered feasible. In addition, the option along the 
highway would exceed our maximum cost criterion. Based on this information, the Birmingham' 
Estates, Forest Park, and Home Acres communities were judged not to meet the criterion for 
barrier effectiveness and cannot be considered for a sound barrier under the State's Sound Barrier 
Program.

Thank you for your recent letter regarding funding of Prince George's County's share of 
the cost of sound barriers that have been identified as meeting the State's eligibility criteria. We 
certainly appreciate the difficulties the County may encounter in allocating limited funds between 
sound barriers and transportation improvements, since we have been making these difficult 
decisions on a statewide basis for the last several years. 

In regard to the availability of funds for the State's 80 percent share, we do not expect to 
#      be in a position to fund any of these six barriers until FY 2003 at the earliest. Funding could be 

spread out over several years, after that date, if that will make the financing of the County's share 
more manageable. We look forward to receiving more information about your schedule for 
providing the local match for these six barriers. 

With regard to transportation improvements in Prince George's County, we intend to 
continue to address priorities on the County's priority list as revenues become available. We have 
found the Prince George's County Transportation Oversight Committee to be a particularly 
valuable forum for developing consensus, among County elected officials, regarding project 
priorities. Of course, the order in which projects are programmed will, to a certain extent, be 
influenced by availability of special funding from federal or private sources. Our ability to address 
additional projects will also be a direct function of our success in obtaining a revenue increase, as 
well as of the magnitude of that increase. With regard to transportation priorities within Prince 
George's County, it would be helpful to receive confirmation of the relative priority of access 
improvements, both to the National Harbor development and to the proposed joint-use 
development at the Greenbelt Metrorail MARC station.

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The Birmingham Estates, Forest Park, and Home Acres communities were evaluated to 
determine if all of the following technical criteria were met: that the majority of the affected 
homes in the community were built prior to the highway; that existing noise levels equal or exceed 
the 66 decibel impact threshold; and whether an effective barrier can be built for a maximum'of 
$50,000 per benefited residence. We determined that the majority of the homes do predate the 
construction of the highway and that noise levels are equal to or exceed the impact threshold. 

Two possible locations for a barrier were analyzed, one along the highway and the other 
along the property lines of the affected homes. Both analyses showed that a sound barrier would 
not provide a 7 to 10 decibel noise reduction at those residences experiencing the highest levels of 
noise. It is important that we be able to achieve an effective reduction in the noise levels in a 
given community for a sound barrier to be considered feasible. In addition, the option along the 
highway would exceed our maximum cost criterion. Based on this information, the Birmingham 
Estates, Forest Park, and Home Acres communities were judged not to meet the criterion for 
barrier effectiveness and cannot be considered for a sound barrier under, the State's Sound Barrier 
Program.

We have reviewed the draft of the proposed amendment to the Baltimore County 
Development Regulations regarding noise barriers. The amendment is comprehensive and we feel 
will achieve the objectives that are set forth in our Sound Barrier Policy for local noise control for 
new residential development adjacent to state highways. We offer the following general 
comments on the draft amendment. 

1. Page 2— Under the paragraph on Type I barriers, we suggest that the word 
constructed be changed to considered. Additionally, there is a provision in our policy 
that we will consider construction of Type T barriers in advance of the highway 
improvements if funds area available and the County agrees to fund 20% of the cost. 
All other Type I barriers do not require a local cost share. 

2. Page 3(a)(1) While the State Highway Administration's retrofit (Type 11) sound 
barrier program is limited to those interstate and fully access controlled freeways, we 
would hope that the County apply the requirements to any new development 
regardless of whether it is on a state highway. Decision making for new residential 
development along State highways like MD 43 should consider the potential noise 
impact. If new development is built without consideration of noise, people will likely 
be impacted, with no potential for relief from the State. 

3. References to noise levels should be defined as dBA. The A weighting scale is the one 
used for describing highway noise because it most closely approximates the human 
response to noise. 

4. The proposed amendment does not address the possibility of new school development, 
private or public adjacent to.a highway. We suggest that this should be included as a 
sensitive receptor.

5. Page 5 (4)~ The State Highway Administration is willing and-open to coordinating 
with Baltimore County on the review of noise attenuation reports. We would not 
want this section to be interpreted that the State has approval authority in this 
process. 

6. The draft amendment does not specifically address the specifics of the noise impact 
assessment that will be required. We feel that the analysis should be based upon the 
maximum noise which could be generated from the particular highway in question. 
This would require that where current traffic volumes were less than the maximum 
noise producing traffic scenario, the analysis should use the higher future volumes.

This letter is a follow up to my letter to you of June 9, regarding a sound barrier for the 
Outdoor Nursery School, adjacent to the eastbound 1-495 off-ramp to Connecticut Avenue. I 
appreciate the opportunity to provide you with more detail on this barrier. 

As stated in my prior letter, the Outdoor Nursery School meets the technical requirements 
for a sound barrier under the State's Type H, or retrofit, program.

The State Highway Administration (SHA) has completed its sound barrier evaluation for 
the Rolling Hills community, adjacent to 1-495 in Montgomery County. I appreciate the 
opportunity to provide you with the results of this evaluation. 

The residences along Glenmoor Drive, adjacent to the 1-495 outer loop, were evaluated by 
SHA to determine if the technical criteria for a Type II, or retrofit, sound barrier were met. In 
order for a community to be eligible for the State's Sound Barrier Program, the majority of the 
affected homes must predate the highway; existing noise levels have to equal or exceed the 66 
decibel (dBA) impact threshold; and we must be able to build an effective barrier for less than 
$50,000 per benefited residence. Although we found that a majority of the residences predated 
the original highway and noise levels do equal or exceed the 66 dBA impact threshold, our 
analysis of barrier options found that a sound barrier which would provide meaningful noise 
reduction would cost over $124,000 per residence. Based on this information, the Rolling Hills 
community is not eligible for a sound barrier, because the cost of a barrier exceeds the maximum 
allowable cost provided by our policy.

Thank you for your recent letter regarding a sound barrier issue in Grantsville near 
1-68 in Garrett County. I appreciate the opportunity to respond to your concerns. 

Maryland is one of the leading states in the construction of sound barriers to reduce the 
effects of highway noise on communities. The decisions on where sound barriers are built are 
based upon the State's Sound Barrier Policy. A legislative panel was convened in 1996 to help   • 
the Maryland Department of Transportation update the policy that had been established in 1987. 
This policy review was very extensive and addressed a range of topics, including what sorts of 
communities should be eligible, definitions of "impact," cost considerations, and local noise- 
control requirements. 

While I certainly appreciate your concern that the cost per benefited residence is too low, 
the review panel thought that the $50,000 limit was a fair one that would take into consideration 
the range of situations across the State. In fact, we receive comments similar to yours from 
urban areas as well. The current limit actually reflects an increase from the $40,000 maximum 
contained in our 1987 policy. The result of this raise in the allowable cost per benefited 
residence was to open the program up to some communities that might not have met the $40,000 
limit. Unfortunately, the Grantsville area contains too few homes that would benefit from a 
sound barrier; as a result, the cost of a barrier would exceed the $50,000 limit.

Thank you for your letter of concurrence on behalf of the Transportation, Housing and 
Environment Committee, to proceed with the development of detailed alternates for the Branch 
Avenue Metro Access project planning study. The study team, including representatives of the 
Prince George's County Department of Public Works & Transportation and the Maryland- 
National Capital Park and Planning Commission, has begun its detailed engineering and 
environmental evaluation of the three alternates retained for this study. The public participation 
process, including frequent involvement from the Focus Group, will continue throughout the 
entire development of this Project Planning study. We anticipate holding a Location/Design 
Public Hearing this winter and will evaluate all public comments and suggestions prior to selecting 
an alternate in the spring of 2000. 

The State Highway Administration has recognized the need for sound barriers along the 
Capital Beltway between Suitland Road and Branch Avenue. We have determined that the Auth 
Village and Princeton/Andrews communities meet the technical requirements for Type II, or 
retrofit sound barriers. We are awaiting a commitment from the County government to allocate 
matching funds as required under our current policy. Once this commitment is made, we will 
determine when State funds will be available for design and construction. If you have any 
questions about our Sound Barrier Program, please feel free to contact Mr. Charles Adams, our 
Director of Environmental Design, at 1-888-375-1975.

A coMronity noise measurement study has been completed, and a 
copy is enclosed for your information.  The results indicate that 
noise levels exceed our impact criteria, at five reeidemoea 
directly adjacent to the highway, including your home. 
Residences further away from the highway are shielded by the top 
of the embankment along the highway and are not impacted above 
the impact criteria. 

Wa have conducted an analyais to determine if a noise 
barrier would be cost-affective in this area.  Due to the 
orientation of the residences relative to the highway, a barrier 
cannot be constructed that would meet our criteria for reasonable 
coat.  The cost-per-residence benefitted would be greater than 
378,000 which is approximately twice our acceptable coat limit. 
This is a cost thar.we cannot justify. 

In those areas where noise abatement cannot be justified we 
consider the feasibility of iandsoaping to provide some relief 
from the traffic noise.  We will examine the auhjact area to 
dctemine if opportunities exist for effective landscape 
screening.  A study will take approximately four months to 
complete, at which time, we will contact you with the results.

Thank you for your recent letter, on behalf of Ms. Susan Stevens and the Woodholme 
Green Homeowners Association, regarding noise issues along the 1-695 inner loop between the 
1-795 and MD 140 interchanges in Baltimore County. I appreciate the opportunity to respond to 
your inquiry. 

In 1997, the State Highway Administration (SHA) evaluated the Woodholme Green 
community under the Type 11, or retrofit, component of the State's Sound Barrier Program. 
Under those criteria, the community would have to predate the system opening date for 1-695, 
which is 1962. Our records indicate that the Woodholme Green community began construction 
in 1991. Since the date criterion is not met, we are unable to consider the Woodholme Green 
community further. 

Currently, we have no plans to expand 1-695 south from the MD 140 interchange. If we 
were to pursue such a project, we would, as part of the project's environmental analysis, evaluate 
the noise impact such a widening might have. The Woodholme Green community would then be 
reevaluated under our Program's Type I criteria, which apply when an existing community may 
be affected by the improvement of an adjacent highway. The Beltway widening, to which you 
refer in your letter, was not in the neighborhood of Woodholme Green, and 1-795 has not been 
expanded.

This letter is a follow up to your recent telephone conversation with Mr. Charles B. 
Adams, our Director of Environmental Design. The discussion with Mr. Adams involved the 
noise barrier along US 29 northbound between MD 216 and Johns Hopkins Road. The proposed 
noise barrier will be constructed with the US 29 median widening and MD 216 interchange 
project. Mr, Adams promised to send you a status report. Here -are the details about this project. 

The US 29 project at MD 216 involves the construction of a grade-separated interchange 
and the addition of a third lane on US 29 north and southbound. The project also proposes to 
close the US 29 intersections with Hillcrest Drive and Hammond Drive. These closures are part 
of the Maryland State Highway Administration's (SHA) plan for controlling access along US 29 
to improve safety. 

The engineering for the interchange and median widening project is complete. The project 
is advertised for bids and bids will be opened later this month. The Notice to Proceed for 
construction is anticipated to be given to the successful bidder by June 1. The final design of the 
proposed noise wall is currently underway. Final noise barrier construction documents will be 
completed by Summer and will be added to the interchange construction project. 

The majority of the project can be built without changing the existing traffic operations. 
This work is known as Phase One. Phase One operations are expected to be under way for 
approximately one year.  Phase One includes construction of temporary intersections north and 
south of the existing US 29/MD 216 intersection. During Phase Two, traffic will be rerouted to 
these temporary intersections using portions of the future interchange ramps. It is during this 
phase that the proposed bridge over the existing US 29 intersection at MD 216 will be 
constructed. Completion of Phase Two is expected to occur in late 2000. The contract 
documents require the contractor to complete all work no later than June 30, 2001.

The contract documents specify that construction activities for the US 29 widening, north 
of the northernmost temporary intersection, cannot be started by the contractor until construction 
of the noise barrier has begun. In addition, the contractor cannot open the third lane of traffic on 
US 29 until the construction of the noise barrier has been completed.

Thank you for your recent letter regarding the Maplewood Park community. I appreciate 
the opportunity to respond to your inquiry regarding the "special circumstances" criterion of our 
Sound Barrier Policy. 

The incorporation of this language into our policy is intended to address unusual 
situations that might relate to the historical context of a particular area. While the policy 
guidance does not detail specific situations, the guidance was not intended to be used to set aside 
the basic date of eligibility criterion. In the case of Maplewood Park Place, the development 
occurred after the construction of the highway. Based on this fact, we cannot consider this area 
for our Sound Barrier Program. While I can certainly understand the residents' concerns, if we 
were to make an exception to the date requirement in this situation, we would open ourselves to 
similar requests from many areas around the State that were built after the highway and are 
affected by highway noise.

This letter is a follow up to our meeting to discuss sound barrier issues in the I-495/I-270 
triangle area. It was a pleasure to meet with you. 

At our meeting, you asked about a sound barrier for the Carderock Springs community. 
As we discussed, this community was one of those analyzed during the planning for the current 
configuration of 1-495. It was determined that the cost of a barrier would have exceeded the cost 
guideline that was in effect at that time, which was $40,000 per protected home. The estimated 
cost of the barrier was $1.6 million. We also discussed that Carderock Spnngs is not eligible for 
our Type II, or retrofit, Sound Barrier Program, because the homes were built after the original 
construction of 1-495. I have enclosed a copy of the States "Sound Barrier" Policy, which 
describes the required criteria to qualify for sound barriers.

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You also asked about barriers for communities identified in the April 8,1998 letter from 
former Transportation Secretary David L. Winstead, to Montgomery County Council President 
Isiah Leggett. The Al Marah/Carderock area along 1-495 did not meet the cost requirements for a 
barrier The Cloisters, Timberlawn/Tuckerman Walk and Heritage Walk areas did not qualify for 
a barrier when the 1-270 East Spur was widened, because noise levels were not projected to 
increase by 5 decibels or more as a result of the widening. The Pooks Hill area, located along 
eastbound 1-495, is not eligible for a sound barrier because the homes postdate the original 

highway. 

One additional question was raised about the two barriers that were partially funded by 
the communities in which they are located. You wanted to know the amount that the 
homeowners were repaying and the length of the repayment. We checked with Montgomery 
County to ascertain the specifics of the repayment, and determined that the repayment is for a 20 
year period. The individual annual payment for each involved home vanes, based on the 
property assessment. I have enclosed two documents that provide more detail on this. It is my 
understanding the original principal amount per household was $10,650 for the Arrowood 
community and $9,750 for the Thomley Court area.

The Parkwood community was last evaluated for sound barrier eligibility in 1986. Noise 
levels measured at that time were 59 decibels (dBA). One of the basic eligibility criteria for a 
State-ftinded sound barrier is that noise levels must equal or exceed 66 dBA. For this reason, a 
barrier for the Parkwood area was not pursued. 

It is true that, since that last analysis, noise levels in the vicinity of the Capital Beltway 
have increased. The decision regarding a sound barrier was not based solely upon the levels 
measured in 1986, however: We also looked at projected noise levels for the year 2010 along this 
section of the Beltway. The highest level in Parkwood was expected to be 63 dBA. The main 
reason for this is the residences in the Parkwood community are located from 650 to 1,100 feet 
from the highway. Additionally, as a result of the distances involved, a sound barrier would have 
a very limited effect on noise levels. Sound barriers are most effective for those homes which are 
located immediately adjacent to the barriers. 

You mentioned that you would like the State Highway Administration to conduct updated 
noise measurements for the Parkwood community. The data we have already indicate that noise 
levels will remain below the impact threshold. To conduct additional measurements would not 
alter the conclusion regarding eligibility of Parkwood for a sound barrier.

This is a follow to your telephone call to Ms. Natalie B. Hardy of my office 
regarding a sound wall for the Parkwood community. I appreciate the opportunity to 
update you on your request. 

There are two circumstances in which the State Highway Administration (SHA) 
considers sound barriers. These are referred to as Type I and Type II. Type I sound 
barriers are considered in conjunction with new highway construction or the expansion of 
existing highways. Ail environmental analysis is performed during the highway planning 
phase to determine if ftiture noise levels will equal or exceed the impact threshold of 66 
decibels (dBA) and, if so, whether these noise levels can be effectively reduced for a 
reasonable cost. Affected homes in the study area must predate the date of approval of 
the highway improvements for a barrier to be considered. 

Type II, or retrofit, sound barriers involve the construction of sound barriers for 
communities that predate the original highway. In order for us to consider a barrier, the 
majority of the affected homes in a community must predate the highway; existing noise 
levels must equal or exceed the 66 dBA impact threshold; and an effective barrier must 
be able to be built for a reasonable cost. If these criteria are met, the County in which the 
community is located, must have a local noise control ordinance to address noise impact 
upon new development and must also agree to fund 20 percent of the barrier cost before 
State funding for a barrier is considered. 

The Parkwood community was evaluated for a Type I sound barrier in 1986. It 
was determined the maximum noise levels at that time were 59 dBA. The projected noise 
level for the year 2010 was 63 dBA, which is below Maryland's impact threshold of 66 
dBA. Bescause the prior analysis indicated that noise levels in your community would not 
reach the impact threshold a Type n study was not warranted. The Parkwood community 
does not qualify for a sound barrier because noise levels do not exceed the impact 
threshold. A copy of Maryland's Sound Barrier Policy is enclosed for your information.
